"I have nothing to say! I shall not 
make h statement of any kind, and you 
can tell your Editor — Mr. Jacobs, I 
think his name is — that when seen at 
his home on Woodside avenue. Mr. Rob- 
ert Kthelbort Pattison — get that rif-'ht, 
yoini}! man, P-a-t-t-1-s-o-n, not Patt-o-r- 
son, chairman of the Entertainment 
Committee of the Xnrberth Tennis As- 
sociation, refused, ab-so-lute-ly to make 
any statement concerning the tine con- 
cert — he sure and put it that way, young 
man. f-i-n-e concert, and dance that is 
to be given in Kim Hall, Friday even- 
ing, January 0, at S.Iii. " 

The reporter for Our Town had called 
on Mr. Pattison in hopes that Mr. Pat- 
tison might care to make .-nine kind of 
n statement regarding this coming 
musical event in our borough. We tried 
all our journalistic tricks on him in 
our efforts to persuade him to talk, but 
to no purpose whatsoever. 

"I don't want to be interviewed, 
and I don't intend to let any newspaper 
force me into talking. Just you write 
in your paper — and it 's all right if you 
put it on the first page, that this con- 
cert and dance that is to lie given Fri- 
day evening, January !>. at Kim Hall, 
is going to be the best affair of its 
kind ever given in Xarberth.

Philadelphia's finest contraltos, who I 
know will win popular favor as readily 
as the other three have on past occa- 
sions. This Philharmonic Quartette is 
without question one of the best — per- 
haps THE best, quartette of vocalists 
in Philadelphia. And in addition to 
these four singers, Mrs. Foote has se- 
cured for our program two unusually 
accomplished young women, Miss Flor- 
ence Haenle, violinist, and Miss Mav 
Dollc Tiiise.ii Dueh. cellist. Finally, Mr. 
William Sylvano Thunder, one of Phil- 



adelphia's most finished musicians, will 
be ut the piano. 

"What will the program be.' Xow 
see here, young man, didn't J tell you 
just a few minutes ago that I didn't 
care to say anything about this concert. 
Of course there will be a program, and 
let me tell you right now, that it will 
be the most enjoyable program that has 
ever been rendered at any Xarberth 
musical. Probably it will be completed 
and ready this time next week. Call 
me up on the phone just before you go 
to press, and if it is ready I '11 give it 
to you. 

Says Reporter Is Impertinent. 

"Tickets? Yon want to know where 
the people of Xarberth can get tickets.' 
More of your impertinence, oh .' Well, 
they can get them from me, for instance 
— Hubert 10. Pattison, chairman of the 
Entertainment Committee of the X'nr- 
berth Tennis Association, in charge of 
the concert and dance to be given in 
Elm Hall, Friday evening, January !). 
or from either of the other two mem- 
bers of tlu> committee, William J. Kirk- 
patrick and E. A. Muschamp. and also 
from ill's. James G. Foote. Later, 
tickets will be sent to all the members; 
tell 'em not fo get impatient. They'll 
probably receive them the day after 
Christmas. 

"And if you've got any space left. 
put this in or Hill Kirkpatrick will be 
sore: Dancing after the concert and 
the same jazz orchestra that we had at

PHONE BILLS. 



Public Gets First Benefits This Month 

From Rate Ruling of Service 

Commission. 

Thousands of Bell Telephone sub- 
scribers who received their monthly 
bills early in the week found a welcome 
rubber stamp notation on the bills de- 
ducting' one-sixth of the amount owed. 

The deduction was the result of the 
Public Service Commission's recent or- 
der restoring the pre-war rates for Bell 
Telephone service. Under Government 
control the rates had been boosted 20 
per cent. 

Service was billed at the war-time 
rates, with an added notation that one- 
sixth of the total amount was deducted. 

Because of the flood of bills which 
had to be gone over in a few days, 
some errors crept into the notices sent 
out. One subscriber, whose pro- war 
rate was $4.50 a month, and who was 
paying $5.40 a month under the re- 
voked rates, was billed at $5. 

In such cases where clerical errors 
occur the company explained that the 
subscriber need pay only the amount 
of the revoked rate, less one-sixth of 
the total, thus bringing the rate back 
to its pre-war status.
